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If you are ever, traveling 
down the exit ramp from east- 
bound I-94 to southbound I- 
275, and your rearview mirror 
suddenly fills up with a whole- 
lota Colbra Mustang, don’t be 
alarmed!

She 
competes on road courses such 
as Mid-Ohio, Indianapolis 
Raceway Park, Waterford, 
Gratton, and Gingerman. Her 
talents have also taken her as 


far as Texas World Speedway 
to compete on a national level. 

What possesses an extreme- 
ly intelligent lady to strap her- 


self into a 105-horsepower 
missile? It all started with a 
trip to Bob Bondourant’s 
Driving School in Phoenix, 






































Arizona, a gift from her hus- 
band Rich after completing 
her doctorate. This school 
teaches driving skills such as 


severe weather driving, acci- 
dent avoidance, and overall 
vehicle control. Her training 
consisted of five hours of dri- 
ving practice and three hours 
in the classroom.

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Township Manager On The Horizon? __ 


In a surprise move, the 
township board has agreed to 
have the township attorney 
draft an ordinance for a first 
reading creating the position 
of township manager. The 
move came as a surprise at the 
May 13th meeting because the 
item was not on the agenda to 
discuss much less take action 
on. 

Mr. R. P. Lilly rose from the 
audience during public com- 
ments and recommended that 
the board hire a township man- 
ager as proposed by the 
appointed committee to study 
the concept. 

Instead of taking the matter 
on advisement or perhaps 
scheduling the matter to be 
placed on the agenda, several 
board members seized the 
opportunity to support the cre- 


ation of the manager position. 

Trustee McKinney spoke 
first and at length, about the 
need to have a township man- 
ager and suggested an adviso- 
ty ballot to be placed before 
the people for the August pri- 
mary or the November general 
election ballot. He added that 
in support of a township man- 
ager, he wanted the supervisor 
to become a part-time posi- 
tion. He suggested it would 
assist in providing 50-60 per- 
cent of the township manag- 
er’s salary. He admitted that 
changing the status of the 
supervisor from full-time - to 
part-time could not occur until 
the year 2000 but did not seem 
to be concerned about the 
overlapping of jobs. 

Trustee Glaab stated in 
strong terms and said “for the 


record” that he felt the board 
should make the decision and 
that it was his preference. 
Trustee Glaab served on the 
committee to study the posi- 
tion and has expressed — on 
several occasions — that he 
favored a township manager. 
However, this was the first 
time that he discussed the ordi- 
nance route as opposed to the 
advisory ballot route. 

The board does have the 
power to create the position by 
ordinance. This process 
requires the drafting of an 
ordinance and two readings 
before it is approved. 


However, this process avoids _ 


the direct voice of the citizens 
because it avoids placing the 
question on the ballot for voter 
opinion. 

Trustee McKinney seemed 


to be encouraged when 
Supervisor Glaab joined his 
brother in speaking in favor of 
the manager’s position and a 
part-time supervisor. Trustee 
McKinney decided to push for 
an ordinance rather than an 
advisory election as he first 
suggested. 

A motion was made to 
instruct the township attorney 
to draft an ordinance in prepa- 
ration for its first reading. In 
opposition to this move,

Trustee Adkins spoke in favor 
of placing the matter on the 
ballot and seemed uncomfort- 
able with the speed and unan- 
ticipated direction the matter 
was moving.

Eoleon player piano, which 
also could be played manually. 
Mildred Adams used to play 
and furnish the music. Frank’s 
sister Clara also operated htep 
layer piano and sometimes 
took tickets. They didn’t have 
many rolls, so they played the 
same music over and over. 

There were a couple of 
shows a week, on weekends — 
Saturday and Sunday evenings 
and market days, when people 
were in town. Admission was 
five cents for children and ten 
cents for adults. It had a pot- 
bellied stove for heat. There 
reportedly was room for seat- 
ing approximately 40-50 peo- 
ple, and it was usually full. It’s 
unclear whether the open 
space was there when the 
house was bought, or whether 
Frank opened it up by taking 
out partitions. 

It sometimes got rough in 
there. Some people used to 
throw big gumballs at the back 
of the heads of the bald farm- 
ers, and they would get angry 
and it often ended the show. 

Previous to opening the the- 
ater, Frank Swantek had 
shown films in the summer 
months outdoors on the hill- 
side behind the bank. He 
painted and erected a screen 
by the river and placed the 
projection equipment on the 
hillside, where the audience 
sat. These film showings were 
underwritten by the town 
improvement association as a 
way to bring people into town, 
and in fact did draw large 
crowds from all over. Films 
featured such stars as Charlie 
Chaplin, Pearl White and 
Harold Lloyd.

and was able to see how steady 
the car was and how some of 
the other competitors negotiat-:

ers. This helps the Zavodskys 
in several ways. It provides 
storage for the car, an extreme- 
ly knowledgeable crew, and all 
the equipment needed to keep 
it performing to its maximum. 
Audrey credits preparation as 
her greatest tool to performing 
well. The week before each 
race she copiously pours over 
notes that she took from her 
last visit to that track, studying 
shift points, the quickest lines 
through the turns, and even 
going through the whole 
course in her mind. She gets 
plenty of rest, eats healthy, and 
exercises which is her normal, 
daily routine. 


Staying maximum physical 
fitness is very important, since 
most races are between 17 and 
25 laps, or one-half hour in 
length. Several divisions are 
on the track at the same time, 
as determined by that particu- 
lar track, but only those in the 
same division compete against 
each other. This makes for 
close competition and also 
gives drivers of all abilities a 
chance to learn from others. 
Audrey humbly admits that 
often she is the teacher when it 






comes to getting through the 
turns smoothly. 

When she’s not setting the 
pace on the track she volun- 
teers what little spare time she 
has talking to kids in an effort 
to get them interested in racing 
and cars, instead of drugs and 
violence.
